The amendments to the claims will not be entered as a new limitaiton has been presented in claim 28 that has not been previously 
addressed in the current prior art final rejection. Further, determining via a processor and tracking via a processor changes the scope of 
these claims, and therefore further consideration would be required. 

Applicant argues that there is a difference between a "comp" and a "bonus". However, on page 2 of the specification of the instant 
application at Iines16-17, it is states that "A bonus can include.. .complementary amenities". This is equivalent to the comp of Boushy, and 
therefore no further discussion is required as this point is moot.. 
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
